Bodies tentatively 
identified; money 
not accounted for

Kentucky State Police offi- 
cials have confirmed that the 
deaths of two people whose bod- 
ies were found in an April 15 
house fire at Cannel City are be- 
ing investigated as homicides. 

KSP Trooper Ralph Lockard 
said the deceased, tentatively 
identified as Berniece Elam, 81, 
and her disabled son, Nathan 
“Mickey” Elam, 54, may have 
been victims of foul play. 

“There is a possibility that the 
fire was arson,” Lockard said.

The Morgan County Board of 
Education during its April 14 
meeting at Ezel Elementary 
School announced that it will 
submit a proposal to the state to 
shorten the current school year, 
which is not slated to end for stu- 
dents and teachers until June 4 
and 5 respectively. 

Superintendent Joe Dan Gold 
said a plan utilizing “bank time” 
will be sent to the Kentucky De- 
partment of Education to set clos- 
ing days for students and teach- 
ers as May 30 and June 2. 

“The board is hopeful the de- 
partment will approve the re- 
quest,” Gold said. “We should 
know in the next few days if the 
plan was accepted. It is our goal 
to get the students out of school 
as early as possible.” 

In other business, Ezel El- 
ementary School Principal Carol 
Rose addressed the board about 
student improvement and profes- 
sional development activities, 
while Ezel students Blake 
Gamble and Lane Cox gave a 
presentation about the life cycle 
of butterflies, which they recently 
studied in class. 

Board members also heard the 
results of their annual audit,

“The board received an un- 
qualified report,” Gold said.

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Study finds challenges to provide 
child care in Appalachian Ky. 



Appalachian child care pro- 
viders struggle to make their eco- 
nomic ends meet because of too 
little state financial support ac- 
cording to a study recently re- 
leased by the Mountain Associa- 
tion for Community Economic 
Development. 

“There isn’t enough money in 
childcare around here to sustain 
it as a quality business,” says 
Bonita Adams, co-director of the 
Appalachian Early Childhood 
Development Center in 
Whitesburg. “They want to bring 
manufacturing and development 
to our area, but you have to have 
quality child care to support the 
families who need those jobs. The 
children need a loving an nurtur- 
ing environment that will lay the 
foundation for their future suc- 
cess.” 

“The reality of the economy in 
Eastern Kentucky today means 
most parents cannot afford full- 
price tuition and the state subsidy 
isn’t sufficient to cover the full 
cost of care,” says Justin Maxon, 
MACED president. “It is a no- 
win situation that must be ad- 
dressed.” 

The report indicates that in- 
vestments in the child care indus- 



try pay dividends in increased 
productivity and improved qual- 
ity of life, but child care provid- 
ers in rural Appalachian Ken- 
tucky face significant market bar- 
riers to providing high-quality 
care. The report, Child Care in 
Appalachian Kentucky, is based 
on in-depth interviews with 10 
Eastern Kentucky child care cen- 
ter operators and existing re- 
search on the child care industry. 

Families of all income levels 
across the country struggle to ac- 
cess high quality care for their 
children. MACED conducted the 
study to learn more about issues 
common to the child care indus- 
try manifest in rural Appalachia. 
In the distressed counties of Ap- 
palachian Kentucky, where more 
than 30 percent of the population 
lives in poverty, many child care 
centers are not financially sus- 
tainable. 

The report also identifies that 
child care facilities suffer from 
management challenges and lack 
of access to needed financial capi- 
tal to fund equipment and facili- 
ties. 

The MACED report contains 
the following recommendations 
to financial viability in Eastern 



Kentucky child care centers: 

• Implement subsidy reform 
through shifts in state policy to 
better support the child care in- 
dustry. 

• Implement tax reform in- 
cluding designating child care tax 
credits as refundable and creating 
a tiered tax credit structure that 
rewards high quality programs. 

• Increase incentives for 
workforce development by ex- 
panding scholarships for training 
and providing wage supports for 
workers who pursue further edu- 
cation. 

• Provide small business sup- 
port with increased access to tech- 
nical assistance and business 
management training. 

• Increase access to capital so 
that financing is more broadly 
available to child care providers.

GRAYSON, Ky., April 17 — 
The Kentucky Homeplace pro- 
gram has promoted one of its lay 
health workers to the position of 
Northeast Region coordinator. 

Janet Kegley, who for the past 
four plus years has served as a 
family health care advisor for 
Elliott and Morgan counties, now 
will oversee the program’s pa- 
tient assistance efforts in 11 ad- 
ditional counties - Bath, Boyd, 
Carter, Greenup, Johnson, 
Lawrence, Magoffin, Martin, 
Menifee, Montgomery and 
Rowan. Her office is located at 
122 S. Carol Malone Blvd. in 
Grayson. 

Kentucky Homeplace links 
medically underserved rural resi- 
dents with a variety of health and 
social services, including free 
medications. During fiscal year 
2007, the program’s Northeast 
Region family health care advi- 
sors assisted more than 2,400 lo- 
cal residents and accessed nearly 
$6.7 million worth of free pre- 
scriptions and medical supplies 
on their behalf. 

Indeed, the task of patient ad- 
vocate is a busy one within the 
region, where 10 counties have 
an uninsured rate of 16 percent 
or higher. Census figures indicate 
that more than a quarter of the 
population lives below the fed- 
eral poverty level in seven of 
those counties. 

“We just want to reach out to 
the people who need our help,” 
Kegley said. “You don’t have to 
be ‘poor’ to have a need - there 
are plenty of people who work 
but still can’t afford health insur- 
ance.” 

A former health care advocate 
for St. Claire Regional Medical 
Center in Morehead, Kegley 
holds an associate degree in busi- 
ness administration from 
Morehead State University. She 
is pursuing a bachelor’s degree 
in the same subject, with an em- 
phasis in business information 
systems. 

Kegley lives at Sandy Hook 
with her husband, Tony, a self- 
employed logger. They have 
three adult children. 

Since its creation by the state 
legislature in 1994, Kentucky 
Homeplace has helped thousands

of rural residents in need of 
health-related assistance. Based 
at the University of Kentucky 
Center for Excellence in Rural 
Health in Hazard, the program 
uses lay health workers like 
Kegley to help residents in 58 
counties access medications, 
medical supplies, disease- and 
wellness-related educational ma- 
terials, and other services. 

Kentucky Homeplace is a 
publicly funded program pro- 
vided free of charge to its clients. 
The program has no eligibility 
restrictions, although most of the 
companies from which medica- 
tions are accessed do have in- 
come guidelines. Referrals to 
Kentucky Homeplace can be 
made by health care providers, 
as well as by friends, family 
members, organizations, or by 
the client him/herself. 

The program’s ultimate mis- 
sion is to enable rural Kentuck- 
ians to act as an advocate for 
their own health care needs.

MSU announces smaller 
than expected tuition hike 



MOREHEAD, Ky. - MSU 
President Wayne D. Andrews has 
announced that nearly 80 percent 
of Morehead State University’s 
9,000 students will face a smaller 
tuition increase than expected in 
2008-09 because of a change in 
how tuition will be assessed. 

“We originally had planned an 
across-the-board increase of 9.5 
percent to deal with the loss of 
$3 million from our state appro- 
priation and continuing inflation- 
ary increases in operating costs. 
However, our commitment to be 
compassionate yet creative in 
helping students and their fami- 
lies has produced a very positive 
result,” Dr. Andrews said. “This 
new approach means that the vast 
majority of our students will have 
a maximum increase of just 7.4 
percent and for some it will be 
much less. In fact, the weighted 
average represents an increase of 
only about five percent.” 

The MSU president noted that 
the new tuition model, which re- 
quires students to pay for each 
course in which they enroll in- 
stead of the traditional flat rate 
for full-time students, still must 
be approved by the Council on 
Postsecondary Education and the 



University’s Board of Regents. 
At present, none of Kentucky’s 
public universities use the pay- 
per-credit model for tuition. 

Historically, MSU and the 
state’s other public universities 
have charged a per-credit rate for 
part-time students and a flat rate 
for full-time students that cov- 
ered from 12 to 18 credits per 
semester for a single price. 

To minimize the impact of this 
“pay-for-what-you-take” model 
on returning students, MSU will 
offer an 80 percent discount on 
all credits beyond 12 per semes- 
ter. 

Students receiving full tuition 
scholarships will be covered up 
to 1 8 credits per term. 

MSU’s full-time students usu- 
ally complete an average of 15 
credits per semester. Currently, 
the flat rate for a full-time load 
is $2,640 per semester for Ken- 
tucky undergraduates. Under the 
new model, they would pay $225 
per credit for the first 12 and $45 
per credit for additional courses. 
Hence, the tuition for a full-time 
student with 15 credits this fall 
would be $2,835, an increase of 
$195 per semester which is 7.4 
percent above current rates.

Perry graduates 
from basic training 
at police academy 

RICHMOND, Ky., April 18 
— Law enforcement officers 
from 15 agencies across the state 
graduated today from basic train- 
ing at the Kentucky Department 
of Criminal Justice Training. 

Among the graduates of Class 
391 who completed 18 weeks of 
training was Sheldon R. Perry of 
the West Liberty Police Depart- 
ment. 

Training consisted of more 
than 750 hours of recruit-level- 
officer academy instruction. Ma- 
jor training areas included home- 
land security, law offenses and 
procedures, vehicle operations, 
firearms, investigations, first aid/ 
CPR, patrol procedures, orienta- 
tion for new law enforcement 
families, and mechanics of arrest, 
restraint and control. 

Basic training is mandatory 
for Kentucky law enforcement 
officers who are required to com- 
ply with the state’s Peace Officer 
Professional Standards Act of 
1998. The Department of Crimi- 
nal Justice Training provides ba- 
sic training for city and county 
police officers, sheriffs’ deputies, 
university police, airport police 
and others. 

Water treatment 
plants recognized 

Thirty-two water treatment 
plants in Kentucky have received 
awards from the Environmental 
and Public Protection Cabinet in 
recognition of their demonstrated 
success in producing drinking 
water that consistently meets or 
exceeds state water quality stan- 
dards. 

The 32 were among 136 pub- 
lic and private water treatment 
plants in the state that partici- 
pated in the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency’s Area- Wide 
Optimization Program (AWOP), 
which challenges plants to reduce 
turbidity levels below those re- 
quired by state and federal regu- 
lations. Turbidity, or cloudiness, 
of water can be caused by sand 
and dirt as well as bacteria and 
viruses. Particle removal is criti- 
cal for producing water that is 
free from dirt and microbes that 
can cause water- borne diseases. 

Rattlesnake Ridge Water Dis- 
trict in Grayson was one of two 
districts to receive the first 
AWOP Champion award for 
meeting the optimized water 
quality goals for particle removal 
100 percent of the time for three 
consecutive years (2004-2007). 

Water systems recognized for 
meeting these goals 95 percent of 
the time during 2007 include 
Cave Run Regional Water Com- 
mission and the West Liberty 
Water Company.

Kentucky Chautauqua pre- 
sents George McGee as Henry 
Clay, Kentucky’s great states- 
man, on Thursday, April 24, at 7 
p.m., at Morgan County Public 
Fibrary, Room 201.

Born in Hanover County, Vir- 
ginia, in 1777, Henry Clay was a 
son of a Baptist minister who died 
when Henry was 4.

In Fexington his career turned 
into over a half century of suc- 
cess in law, politics, and farming. 
He was elected to political office 
for the first time in 1803. Three 
years later he was appointed to 
fill an unexpired term in the U.S. 
Senate. Following his return to 
the legislature, he became 
Speaker of the Kentucky House 
in 1808. In 1811, he won a seat 
in Congress, and was immedi- 
ately elected Speaker of the U.S. 
House of Representatives. He 
held this job 14 years, until Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams ap- 
pointed him Secretary of State. 

Henry Clay married Fucretia 
Hart, the daughter of a prominent 
Fexington family, in 1799. They 
were the parents of 11 children. 
Clay enjoyed farming and raising 
horses when not politicking. His 
horse breeding program, carried 
on by his descendants, played a 
major role in the development of 
Kentucky’s thoroughbred indus- 
try.

May 31 deadline 
to report acreage 
for small grains 

LEXINGTON, Ky., April 15 
— Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
is reminding agricultural produc- 
ers of the acreage reporting re- 
quirements that must be met 
prior to receiving program ben- 
efits. Filing an accurate acreage 
report for all crops and land uses, 
including failed acreage and pre- 
vented planting acreage, can pre- 
vent the loss of benefits for a 
variety of programs. The final 
date to certify small grains in 
May 31. 

Producers must report acre- 
ages to maintain eligibility for 
Price Support programs, 
Noninsured Crop Assistance 
Program (NAP), and Conserva- 
tion Reserve Program (CRP). All 
cropland on all farms must be 
certified to remain eligible for 
these programs. Producers are 
encouraged to report all crop 
acreages for eligibility to partici- 
pate in future farm programs. 

Producers are also reminded 
of other final crop acreage re- 
porting dates: 

•July 15 for certification of all 
other crops, except small grain 
and value loss crops. 

•For Noninsured Crop Disas- 
ter Assistance Program (NAP) 
acreages, earlier of: 15 calendar 
days before the onset of harvest 
or grazing of the specific crop 
acreage being reported, or July 
15 for all crops except small 
grains and value loss crops. 

•Sept. 30 for certification of 
2009 NAP value loss crops. 
Value loss crops are aqua- 
cultiure, ornamental nursery, 
Christmas trees, Ginseng, and 
turf-grass sod. 

•Sept. 3- for certification of 
2009 NAP Floriculture.

May 2007 marked 40 years 
since I graduated from Morgan 
County High School. I lookback 
and try to imagine where all that 
time has gone and how so 
quickly. I did not attend the 10th, 
20th or 30th reunions for reasons 
I can not explain but did attend 
the one this year and it turned out 
to be an enjoyable experience. I 
had not seen some classmates 
since the day of our graduation 
and continued to remember them 
as they looked that day, although 
I knew they would not. Some 
have passed on and are but 
memories. I have many memo- 
ries from school, some good and 
some just as well forgotten. 
Things that seemed so important 
at that time turned out to have 
little meaning later in life. 

I do have clear memories of 
my teachers during 12 years of 
public education.

After all these years, I usually 
think of their actions or words 
when I see them. We are not to 
hold grudges and I hope that I am 
not by remembering.

Students were 
not always good examples or 
easy to work with. Some were 
just down right ornery and 
showed blatant disrespect for 
teachers. I could have been a bet- 
ter example myself. 



One teacher that I will always 
remember as being good, kind 
and a positive example is Mr. 
Arthur C. Johnson. I have loved 
history for as long as I can re- 
member and always looked for- 
ward to Mr. Johnson’s class. He 
made us feel as if we were part 
of his lectures. I am sure some 
students were bored as, I was in 
other classes. I especially liked 
his talks about his experiences 
during World War II. It was al- 
ways good to listen to someone 
that was there and part of history. 
He called Bobby Adkins “Mr.

No matter how he was 
treated by students, I never heard 
him say an unkind word or recall 
seeing him display anger. He will 
always be what I picture a teacher 
being.

Second Of Three Parts 
By W. Lynn Nickell 

Included in this series are a 
few of the unusual names of post 
offices that have existed in Mor- 
gan County. 

Essex Post Office was estab- 
lished in 1899 and continued un- 
til 1907. James W. Davis was the 
only postmaster. The office was 
located along Rt. 460 next to the 
Magoffin County line and was 
moved to Magoffin County in 
1907. 

The Jeston Post Office was 
located in the Zag area on Rt. 976 
along Sinking Creek. It was 
named for Jeston Testerman 
Gevedon, mother of Victoria 
Gevedon Rose, wife of the first 
postmaster. The first name sub- 
mitted for the office was Rose. 
Jeff D. Rose was the first post- 
master in 1905. The office was 
discontinued in 1913 with mail 
being sent to Yocum. 
(Acknowledgement: Nina 

Gevedon Miller.) 

The Lamar Post Office was 
located between White Oak and 
Holliday. The office was estab- 
lished in 1906 with Samuel L. 
Reed as postmaster. In 1917, the 
office was discontinued with mail 
being sent to Harper. ( 
Acknowledgement: Arnold 

Holliday.) 

Lizzie Post Office was on Rt. 
650 along Big Mandy. The first 
postmaster was David “Nelse” 
Trimble in 1910. The office was 
discontinued in 1919 and re-es- 
tablished in 1930. Lizzie Post 
Office was closed in 1934 with 
mail being sent to Redwine. The 



first name submitted was 
Trimble. (Acknowledgement: 
Norma Fannin Adkins.) 
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This notice was placed on the 
door of the White Oak Post Of- 
fice the day it closed. Leberta 
Potter was the postmaster. 

There was also an office called 
Lizzielane. It was located be- 
tween Nickell and Buskirk. 
Mattie Burton was the first post- 
master in 1916. The office was 
discontinued in 1927 with mail 
being sent to Peyton. 

Of course, Moon is the clas- 
sic post office name. Moon Post 
Office was established in 1905 
and discontinued in 1967. It was 
located on Rt. 172 between 
Crockett and Relief. According to 
Sandy Dalton, the last postmas- 
ter, the office was named by 
James Wallin while he and his 
wife were sitting on the porch 
looking at the moon. They were 
so impressed with the full moon 
they named the post office Moon. 
James was the first postmaster. 



Ophir was a city in 1 Kings 
10:11 where King Soloman ob- 
tained his gold. This sounded like 
a fitting name for a post office. 
J.M. Pendleton was named first 
postmaster of the Ophir office in 
1882, followed by numerous post 
masters, in fact, 26! It seems to 
have had a stormy existence. 
There was an order to rescind the 
office in 1891,1901 and again in 
1904 but it survived each rescind- 
ing order. The office is located on 
Lower Sand Lick Creek. 

There was a post office along 
Coffee Creek called Ret, later 
changed to Silver Hill. The Ret 
office was established in 1898 
and had the name changed to Sil- 
ver Hill in 1909. The first name 
submitted was Dewey. 

Then too, there was Twenty- 
six. This name, along with Index, 
always fascinated me. Bertha 
Rowland, the last postmaster of 
Twentysix, told me the office was 
named after 25 names were sub- 
mitted to petition for the office. 
There were 26 lines numbered on 
the submitting paper with the 
26th line blank. Rather than pick 
from the petitioners’ names, the 
Post Office department chose the 
number 26 ! Someone in the Post 
Office Department had a bizarre 
sense of humor! The first post- 
master was Martha Rowland in 
1927. The office was discontin- 
ued in 1956. Twenty-six was lo- 
cated on Rt. 772 on the Dehart 
road. The first three names sub- 
mitted for the office were West 
Dehart, Perry Bend and Mussel 
Shoals.

Child Abuse: A Matter Of Fact 

The difference 
between abuse 
and neglect 

The difference between abuse 
and neglect is that abuse repre- 
sents an action against a child 
while neglect represents a lack of 
action for the child. In other 
words, abuse may be thought of 
an act of commission while ne- 
glect is an act of omission. 

In abuse, a physical or mental 
injury is inflicted upon a child. 
In neglect, there is a failure to 
meet the minimum needs of the 
child such as the need for ad- 
equate food, supervision, shelter, 
guidance, education, clothing, or 
medical care. 

It may be mentioned at this 
point that abuse may be directed 
toward only one child in the fam- 
ily while neglect usually involves 
all the children in the family.

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General Assembly ends 
regular session

After 60 days pondering bills 
and votes, the Kentucky General 
Assembly 2008 regular session 
came to a close in the early hours 
of April 16. 

Although the session was con- 
stitutionally required to end by 
midnight April 15, the leadership 
of the House of Representatives 
and the Senate stopped the clock 
in hopes of passing some last- 
minute legislation. 

But in the end, two major 
pieces of legislation concerning 
ethics and pension plans for state 
workers failed to become law. 

Traditionally, the final two 
days of the General Assembly are 
geared to possibly overriding 
vetoes issued by the governor. 
During this session only one veto 
— a line-item action that would 
allocate $1.2 million to help 
bring broadband Internet service 
to all Kentuckians — was under 
serious consideration to be over- 
ridden, House leadership said. 

Explaining his decision to 
veto the item, Gov. Steve 
Beshear said he wanted to make 
sure the state’s “scarce re- 
sources” were allocated in the 
most efficient manner possible. 

“This amount represents a 26- 
percent increase over current 
grant levels for these services in 
a tight-budget that decreases 
most appropriations,” Beshear 
said. “I support wholeheartedly 
the continuation of the broadband 
initiative and accessibility of 
high speed Internet throughout 
the commonwealth and am proud 
of the great strides made by 
ConnectKentucky to date.” 

The items vetoed by Beshear 
also included: 

• Kentucky Infrastructure Au- 
thority compensations to Area 
Development Districts 

• use of local district capital 
outlay funds by the School Fa- 
cilities Construction Committee 

• a requirement that the two 
state nurseries maintain normal 
business operations for the next 
two fiscal years. 

• a provision that imposes a 
limit on assessments paid by 
horse race tracks to the Horse 
Racing Authority for each live- 
day racing for the next two fis- 
cal years. 

• a requirement that would re- 
quire a piece of state-owned 
property in Kenton County to be 
used for public use. 

• a section of the budget re- 
lated to state contributions to the 



Personnel Cabinet State Salary 
and Compensation Fund that 
Beshear believes is already cov- 
ered by other regulations. 

• a funding increase for the 
Kentucky Pride program from 
the Transportation Cabinet’s 
Contingency Fund. 

• a provision that would limit 
rural secondary road program 
money to only be used on rural 
and secondary roads but not on 
county-owned roads. 

• an item that Beshear believes 
would overlap with the duties of 
the Governor’s Task Force on 
Military Base Realignment. 

• provision in the judiciary 
budget that would reduce the 
branch’s ability to make layoffs 
is necessary. 

But as the session wound 
down, none of Beshear ’s vetoes 
were addressed by the General 
Assembly. 

The focus of the final hours 
turned to closed-door negotia- 
tions focusing on pension plans 
and ethics reforms. 

For much of the day, the pros- 
pects of each bill seemed to 
change depending on who was 
speaking. 

As late as 3 p.m., on the final 
day, Speaker of the House Jody 
Richards, D-Bowling Green, said 
the ethics reform bill was “lan- 
guishing” but refused to call it 
dead. 

The Senate went into recess 
late in the afternoon to allow its 
state government committee to 
consider any ethics-related leg- 
islation that passed by the House. 

But after the members began 
to sit down, chairman Damon 
Thayer, R-Georgetown, said the 
committee wouldn’t meet until 
the legislation was ready to be 
considered. The Senate was 
eventually called back into ses- 
sion to consider other bills. 

Although a compromise on 
reforming the pension system for 
state workers seemed to be close 
several times during the last day, 
the House and Senate couldn’t 
ultimately reach a compromise, 
leading both houses to pass dif- 
ferent pieces of legislation that 
wouldn’t be approved by the 
other chamber. 

Despite the failure to pass 
pension or ethics reforms, the 
House and Senate did approve 
several bills, including changes 
to teacher certification and $75 
million in water and sewer 
projects. 

The General Assembly also 
approved a bond sale to finance 
the start-up costs for new bridges

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in Fouisville, an issue that had 
been in contention for most of the 
session. 

The final day did produce one 
major compromise. 

House Bill 2, sponsored by 
House Floor Deader Rocky 
Adkins, D- Sandy Hook, offered 
tax credits for building more en- 
ergy efficient homes and for us- 
ing Energy Star-approved appli- 
ances. 

Another energy-related mea- 
sure, Senate Bill 165, sponsored 
by Bob Deeper, I-Paducah, ear- 
marked $50 million in bond sales 
to make state-owned building 
more energy efficient and $30 
million in loans to help small 
businesses go green. 

After a committee moved to 
include the major components of 
SB 165 into HB 2, Adkins’ pro- 
posal was approved by the Sen- 
ate. 

HB 2, with the provisions in- 
cluded in SB 165, passed the 
House 93-0 and moves to 
Beshear’s desk for consideration. 

Richards said he was disap- 
pointed some important bills did 
not get passed, but said the ma- 
jor goal of the 2008 regular ses- 
sion was met. 

“We did get a budget passed 
and to a lot of people, that’s the 
most important thing the legisla- 
ture has to do,” Richards said. 
“You always wish you could get 
more done, but there were a lot 
of issues this session.” 

In other action: 

• On April 15, Beshear signed 
into law SB 196, the so-called 
Adventure Tourism Bill during 
an outdoor ceremony at the Capi- 
tal. 

The bill will allow Kentucky 
to enter into agreements with pri- 
vate property owners that would 
remove liability issues if the land 
is used for public recreation. 

The bill, sponsored by Sen. 
Brandon Smith, R-Hazard, has 
had wide support across the state 
as the popularity of ATV clubs 
has increased. 

Beshear said the bill was a 
good example of how members 
of both houses of the General As- 
sembly can work together for the 
benefit of all Kentuckians. 

“I thank each of them for 
working together to promote the 
tourist opportunities we have 
throughout the commonwealth 
and for recognizing the positive 
social and economic effects this 
legislation will have on the 
state,” Beshear said. 

• A bill that would require 
children younger than 7 and be- 
tween 40 and 50 inches tall be 
secured in a booster seat has been 
signed into law by Beshear. 

During a ceremony April 15 
in the Capitol Rotunda, Beshear 
said SB 120 will save lives and 
will decrease the chances of a 
child being injured in a vehicle 
crash by 60 percent. 

“Booster seats are proven to 
be effective at saving young 
lives. This bill provides a reason- 
able approach to help achieve our 
ultimate goal of saving lives and 
reducing injuries,” Beshear said. 
“I commend the Kentucky Sen- 
ate and House for their efforts on 
this important issue.” 



The law requires police offic- 
ers to issue courtesy warnings for 
violations until 2009, after which 
there will be a $30 fine. 

People cited for the offense 
would be given the option of pur- 
chasing a booster seat instead of 
paying the fine. 

• The House honored three 
retiring members Russ Mobley, 
R-Campbellsville, Sheldon 
Baugh, R-Russellville, and John 
Vincent, R-Ashland while the 
Senate issued resolutions com- 



memorating the retirement of 
Sens. Richie Sanders, R- 
Franklin, and Richard Roeding, 
R-Fakeside Park. 

• Barring a special session 
called by Beshear, the legislature 
will not convene again until 
Tuesday, Jan. 6, 2009, for its 30- 
day session.
